Assembly Bill prohibiting 


off-duty police to carry guns 


on campus a necessity

Violence, a condition so prevalent in our society, a sort of lunacy 
that lashes out in odd moments, unexpectedly striking, casting its 
fate upon, more often than not, an unsuspecting victim 

No one in today’s America is unfamiliar with violence, as no one is 
unfamiliar with one of the main tools, guns. We know of the 
dangerous, plaguing, menacing reaches of these instruments of pain, 
of death. But yet guns are conceivably every where 

Everywhere not only means in the hands of political assassins, 
hardened criminals, and lunatics, but in the hands of those whom we 
have entrusted in our society to use guns as a defensive weapon, guns 
for the purpose of helping to protect all innocent citizens, the guns 
used by members of law enforcement agencies 

No one will deny, given conditions of the day that police must 
carry guns. But 4 matter of propriety arises, as to when a gun in the 
hands of a member of a law enforcement agency is out of place 

An incident that still rings in our ears from the shot heard in a most 
unlikely place glares out at us still because the matter is yet 
unresolved 

An off duty police officer, a student here at SSC, as per 
regulations, carried his deadly weapon, concealed, into a classroom, 
a psychology class taught by Prof. Marty Rogers. The officer asked a 
question as part of the class routine, squirming in his chair and his 
deadly weapon discharged in class. Fortunately no one was injured 
Nevertheless, the gun fired in class, leaving open to a potential 
accident that could have cost someone their life 

The matter wént from there to various administration sources, 
including President Bernard Hyink’s office. An investigation was 
launched, discussions, to no avail, were held with the Sacramento 
Chief of Police, and the Sacramento County Sheriff, with both 
offices refusing to rescind the regulation that off duty officers carry 
their service revolvers, including in a college classroom ; 

The danger is apparent. The constant toying with a disastrous 
accident, or leaving a situation open to momentary lunacy, a 
temporary loss of some kind of sanity that could unleash a spurt of 
violence that has been seen all too often in modern America 

But now the issue has gained a sympathetic ear. Assemblyman John 
Miller (D-Berkeley) has introduced in the State | egislature AB 1544, 
a bill that would prohibit the carrying of guns by police officers on 
any campus in the State of California 

It is all ready illegal for you or I to carry agun ontoa campus, but 
not for a cop. Miller’s bill would add them to the list. 

The necessity of Miller’s bill is exemplified by the hardline attitude 
of Sacramento Police Chief William Kinney, and Sacramento County 
Sheriff Duane Lowe. Guns, whether they be concealed, or out in the 
open for all to see, whether they are carried by an off duty law 
enforcement agent, or crazed revolutionary, have no place on a 
college campus. It is dangerous, and terrifying. It only opens the 
door for events that no one wishes to see, that only lead to suffering, 
emotional distress, and paranoia. 

Thus, AB 1544 must be enacted into law. It is a sad commentary 
when those assigned to enforce laws must themselves be forced by 
law not to continue to possibly threaten the lives of all within a 
college community. 

Support of Assemblyman Miller’s bill is needed from the public, is 
this legislation is to be enacted. 

The Hornet urges you to write today to your legislator to support 
and call for immediate action on this bill. 

There is no room for a gun of any sort, carried by any person on 
this campus or any other campus. This deplorable situation must 
come to an end, and it must come now, it must come before an 
unfortunate act of violence severs the life-breath of an individual 
because a gun. carried by an off duty copdoubling.as a student, 
“accidently” goes off in class.

His 
questions were delivered to the 
screening panel. | delivered no 
questions directly to Mr. Rey- 
nolds. 

There was an abundance of 
questions that evening and many 
did not get answered, but after 
90 minutes of discussion it was 
necessary to conclude the meet- 
ing. 
At no time did I make any 
conscious effort to avoid Mr 
Torres after he gave me his 
question. Three was no reason 
to since I had given his question 
to the screening members of 
ABC News group. Asa matter 
of fact, | gave the matter no 
further thought at all until I

The ABC News correspon- 
dents did not linger long at 
the auditorium following the 
discussion.

had been busy with interviews, 
faced a social engagement after 
the forum discussion and had 
an early plane to catch the 
next day. Consequently they 
did not want to prolong the 
auditorium session with ind- 
ividual conversations. 

Mr. Torres at the end of 
his article asked what ABC and 
KOVR are doing to employ Chi- 
canos and other minorities. He 
also furnished his own answer, but 
not the correct answer-at least 
not correct tor KOVR.

izations, including the Sacra- 
mento Concilio.

It may be that you cannot 
print this, but please see that 
it gets to Mr. Torres.

will be indicative, she believes, 
of the support that can be 
expected from the college 

Any long-range plans that the 
new coordinator may have are 
limited by her two-year term of 
office. In general, she would like 
to see an increased 
concentration on “attacking 
problems” rather than the usual 
fragmented general education 


Black Mesa and strip 
mining topic of speech 


Mitch Fowler, native American 
and spokesman for his people, 
will speak on “The Black Mesa 
Controversy Cultures in 
Conflict” this Friday, May 19, at

The strip-mining operations at 


Black Mesa, Arizona are 
currently the subject of bitter 
dispute. The Peabody Coal Co 


holds a lease on 24.857 acres of 
Navajo and Hopi lands and 
40,000 acres of Navajo lands. all 
on top of Black Mesa 

The Hope and Navajo have 
manifold fears about the 
stripping. For the traditional 
Hopi, Black Mesa is the spiritual 
center of this continent and the 
site of many shrines. Robert 
Salabye, a Navajo, says “We have 
overcome hardships, yet none of 
the hardships previously 
encountered has ripped into the 
insides of our religion and way 
of life like the power shovels and 
deep wells.”

“Sandy is really committed to 
a kind of revitalization of 
general education, and so our 
experimental general education 
program (Exp-Honors) is the 
obvious place to start the thing,” 
said Dr. Polkinghorn 

Clearly, the Faculty Senate 
committee that recommended 
Barkdull to President Bernard 
Hyink agreed with him 

Besides now ideas and 
commitment, the new 
coordinator of the Experimental 
Studies and Honors program 
carries into office the knowledge

A woman's uterus is the only 
part of the human body that is 
controlled by law. The idea that 
a woman deserves a therapeutic 
abortion is ridiculous and 
insulting. She is put at the mercy 
of a hospital board which 
measures and judges whether or 
not she can be categorized and 
qualify; hiding behind the 
qualifications to turn down 
more women than they accept 
Doctors also show by the fees 
they charge for abortions that 
they do not consider themselves 


servants. For a purely 
medical D&C (Dilation and 
Curretage), a doctor gets about 
$200.

A fundamental human

women. Legislators feel they 
have the nght to decide.

Women in Prison 


By DENISE JACQUES 


Few women are arrested for 
crimes, and even fewer are sen- 
tenced to prison terms, While 
seven men are arrested to every 
one women in the country, the 
ratio widens to more than 30 to 1 
at the prison level, Those few 
women in prison have come from 
families on welfare, They’re poor, 
They are political prisoners ina 
poor people’s prison, 

Judge for yourself the ‘‘crimes”’ 
women are convicted of, in the con- 
text of today’s society and what it 
expects of a woman, 15% commit 
larceny, which is theft such as 
shoplifting without force of vio- 
lence; 13% are arrested for drunk- 
enness; 10% for running away, and 
4% for prostitution, Three per cent 
are for actual drug addiction, but 
most of the remaining 55% are for 
crimes relating to maintenance of 
habit. Only 2% of arrests of women 
are for murder, most often com- 
mitted in the kitchen after a dom- 
estic quarrel, But once womenare 
convicted, no matter what crime 
was committed, no matter what 
color her skin is, they face the 
same dehumanizing prison condi- 
tions, 

Sisters are sitting in cramped 
spaces in local jails right now, 
most afraid and alone awaiting 
trials. Women may have to stay 
in jail for months waiting to go to 
court, or for a year, if that is the 
maximum sentence, They do their 
sentenced time in state prisons and 
in the federal reformatory. The 
jails for women include one fed 
eral reformatory, twenty-eight 
separate state institutions and 
twenty-four facilities for women 
which are under the same control 
as the male prisons of the state, 
including one federal! institution for 
approximately 1780 women on 
Terminal Island, 

The condition of men in prison 
is intolerable, so you can well 
imagine the condition of women in 
prison, Women’s sections in county 
jails are the smallest, most 
crowded and unsanitary portions 
of the general facilities, The Law 
Fnforcement Assistance Adminis- 
tration states that approximately 
1725 women are locked in local 
jails in California, 880 in New 
York, 551 in Florida, 517 in Texas, 
431 in Michigan and 242 in Penn- 
sylvania, There are no exercise 
yards, so women sit, play cards, 
knit and vegetate, 

Educational and rehabilitation 
programs, although offered in 
men’s prisons for a few token 
males, are not open to women. 
The excuse is lack of money, Lack 
of staff. 

Matrons are on a power trip, 
With little or no training, she uses 
her position to make herself im- 
portant, superior to her girls, 
For their own safety, the women 
are made to act like children

Lesbianism in prisons is for 
some the only way to deal wit 
the isolation and loneliness that 
exists, They long for some kind 
of meaningful relationship, A 
Puerto Rican sister who served a 
prison term at Niantic, Connecticut 
said this about homoserual rela- 
tionships: ‘‘It’s not iike forced, 
but it happens, It happens to women 
who would never get into that sort 
of thing on the street. Women start 
looking up to some of the tougher 
women because they’ve always 
been made to feel dependent on 
masculinity.’’ The magron’s atti- 
tude towards this is stop and go, 
They let things go on for a while, 
and then come down hard on them, 
shining lights in the cell at three in 
the morning and other harassing 
tactics, Often they are confined to 
the ‘‘strip cell’, which is usually 
without cigarettes or anything to 
read and sometimes without even 
a mattress, 

The values of white middle-class 
society prevail behind the walls, 
All the worst roles that women are 
expected tc play on the outside are 
basically forced upon them as pris- 
oners, Reading materiais are more 
rigidly censored than for men; no 
legal or political materials are 
allowed, But they are allowed to 
have such things as ‘‘ Ladies Home 
Journal,” ‘‘Glamour,’’ ‘Better 
Homes and Gardens”’ and the rest 
of the trash written for women, 
Rehabilitation is connected with 
good grooming, wearing lipstick 
every day, keeping her cell neat, 
etc, This is especially evident at 
Alderson, the Federal Reforma- 
tory for Women in West Virginia, 
The movement in the middle of the 
nineteenth century to separate the 
two sexes in prison originated in 
the minds of two women from the 
Society of Friends, Sarah Smith 
and Rhoda M, Coffin, who in 1869 
were appointed to a committee on 
prison visitation by that church, 
While on this tour of inspection, 
they found ‘‘the state of morals in 
our Southern prisons in such a de- 
plorable condition that they felt 
constrained to seek some relief for 
the unfortunate women confined 
there.,.’’ They and other followers 
stated: ‘‘We must work for regen- 
eration, the cleansing of the evil 
mind, the weakening of the dead 
heart, the building up of fine ideals, 
In short, we must bring the poor 
sin-stained soul to feel the touch of 
the Divine hand,” 

Since the task of the reformatory 
for women is to train women to 
occupy roles in society as mothers 
and homemakers, they attemptedto 
create conditions which approach 
home life, Thus, at Alderson, small 
homelike residences, individual 
rooms, and attractive clothing to 
develop self-respect were created, 
The majority of women spend their 
work time making male prisoner’s 
uniforms, Others do key punch op- 
erating, work in the laundry or do 
clerical work for about nineteen 
cents a day, ‘‘The reduction of 
women to a weak, dependent, and 
helpless status was brought about 
by a more subtle means than by 
the gun or the high wall,”

Rose O'Neal Greenhow was 
born in 1817 in ‘Montgomery 
County, Maryland, a country girl 
of modest means. She had vigor 
and emotion to spare, and it was 
said that “her fresh young charm 
drew many admirers.” 

‘The Wild Rose,”’ a young man 
called her, and the title clung. At 
the age of seventeen she was sent 
to Washington by her family and 
it was there she learned just iow 
tO maneuver men and to use 
them to her full advantage. She 
grew up an ardent secessionist, 
and a pampered Washington 
belle in the inevitably political 
atmosphere. Her girlhood hero 
had been that arch-political John 
C. Calhoun 

When the outbreak 
War came in 1861, Rose, now a 
widow in her 40's, had at her 
command all of Washington, and 
in Some circles was considered to 
be the First Lady of Washington, 
since she was at the time being 
courted by President Buchanan 
Mrs. Greenhow, who had known 
Secretary of State Seward for 
many years, had abundant 
opportunity at the innumerable

Rose O'Neal Greenhow., leading 
spy tor the Contederate forces 


remained in Washington during 
the Civil War 
of the Greenhow spy ring, one 
of the most rings 
ever to invade any capital. She 
and her group of spies were able 
to supply General Beauregard 
with vital information 
throughout the war. It was she 
who informed him of the federal 
advance on Bull Run 

Rose continued to supply this 
vital information to the South 
until her arrest on August 1861 
by Detective Allen Pinkerton. 
Mrs. Greenhow was arrested and 
imprisoned in her own home. It 
was Pinkerton'’s plan to wait 
through the night and seize any 
visitors that might approach the

house. However there efforts 
were hindered by Mrs 
Greenhow’'s little girl, who 
‘lipped outdoors and began 
chanting, ‘‘Mother’s been 
arrested! Mother's been 


arrested!’ Detectives dashed out 
to silence the child. She climbed 
a tree before they were able to 
reach her, and continued her 
chant, until she could be hauled 
down trom her perch 


Mrs. Greenhow’s home was 
now being described as 
“Greenhow Prisor but its 
wall did not lop this 
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‘The Rebel Rose’ 





enterprising woman. Through 
secret couners she continued to 
pour information south. The 
Pinkertons had not succeeded in 
cutting her communications 
with Richmond. She seemed by 
this time to have had two ways 
of reaching the Confederate 
capital for she referred to her 


“other line.’ 

Their chiet prisoner began to 
display a sudden interest in 
imple embroidery. Although 
this seemed a natural and 
harml occupation tor an 
mprisoned gentlewoman, with 
too much Ume on her hands. the 
eae st marshals men had 
earned to keep their eyes open 
when dealing with re 
Greenhow. They insisted that all 
her yarn must pass inspection 


before being sent into the house 
though at least once a ball of 
yarn, with a message inside, was 
tossed into her open window 
without discovery. The materia 
the Federals did inspect seemec 
harmless enough and, afte: 
examination, was always turnec 
over to the prisoner 


It was harmless enough when it 
came into the house. It was not 
harmless at all when it had been 
made into embroidery. No one 
guessed that the Rebel Rose and 
her correspondents had worked 
out a “vocabulary of colors.” 
This could not serve for many 
messages, but it helped. 


What helped more was the 
sudden inspiration of someone 
in the War Department who was 
just a little too clever. Orders 
reached the guard that Mrs. 
Greenhow should be allowed to 
Correspond freely. Who knew 
what secrets might be learned by 
reading her letters? 


Who knew? Fverybody who 
knew Mrs Greenhow knew 
Absolutely nothing! The federal 
authority had simply given 
therr prisoner 4 fine chance tk 


letters in code. A cipher, 
queer characters, would 
been seized immediately 
could be made to sound 
using the ordinary 
words of everyday life with 
special military meaning known 
only to Richmond and its spies.

In June, 1862, nearly 11 
months after her arrest, the 
Federal government decided it 


might as well get rid of a large 
part of its prison population, 
and Mrs. Greenhow was released 
from the Old Capitol 
Melodramatic to the end, she 
had a Confederate flag wrapped 
about her but concealed under a 
light shawl. She was taken to 
Fortress Monroe, where she 
signed 4 promise “not to return 
north of the Potomac River 
during the present hostilities 
without permission of the 
Secretary of War of the U.S.” 
On June 13 Jefferson Davis 
wrote from Richmond to his 
wife, ‘‘madam looks much 
changed, and has the air of one 
Whose nerves are shaken by 
mental torture.” 


Rose O'Neal Greenhow a 
woman for her time was able to 
do and achieve what no man 
could have ever achieved, this 
widow with three children was 
able to rune one of the most 
ingricate spy rings in history and 
obtain information through her 
contacts in Washington which 
would prove to be one of the 
reasons the South was aboe to 
withstand the Federal advance as 
long as they did. 


The worth of this woman 
exemplified the cunning that 
women can use in a diplomatic

Many prisons for women have no 
black staff, although a large major- 
ity of the prison population is black, 
At Muncy, the Pennsylvania Cor- 
rectional Institute for Women, 
most of the prisoners are black, 
yet there is not one black correc- 
tional officer. Black, white, and 
third world women are usually 
close friends, realizing their com- 
mon oppression, Officers and ma- 
trons are continually trying to stir 
up ‘“‘racial’’ problems (divide and 
conquer), Puerto Rican and Chi- 
cano women feel the racism on 
another level because they are 
often not allowed to speak Spanish, 

Conditions are extremely harsh 
for women with children, Not know- 
ing where their children are, or 
whether they are being properly 
cared for is one of the agonizing 
things with which mothers behind 
bars have to live, Many women, 
too far along in pregnancy for 
abortion, must finally give birth 
under guard, They sometimes go 
weeks without even knowing 
whether or not the child is alive, 
Generally the children are taken 
away from the mother and put into 
foster homes, unless there is 
someone in the family the authori- 
ties judge as fit to take care of 
the child, 


Prison administrators and the 
courts often encourage women in 
prisons to give up their children 
for adoption. Mothers have no say 
as to where their children go, so 
someone can actually sell the, and 
profit from our sister’s misery. 
This is done with the approval 
of the Welfare Department. When 
the mother tries to get her child 
back she is subject to all the state’s 
rules that govern the welfare of 
children, A warden was quoted as 
saying: ‘‘This is a court problem, 
It is up to the court, not the girl. 
She isn’t capable of taking care of 
them, The girls don’t usually want 
to give their babies up for adoption, 
They seem to think the baby is the 
first thing that is really theirs.’ 

Angela vVavis is a beaunful ex- 
ample of a sister who is being 
subjected to what amounts to 
“cruel and unusual punishment” 
although she has not been convicted 
of any crime, While in Marin 
County jail she was placed in soli- 
tary confinement, her eyesight 
rapidly deterioriating because of 
barbarous jail conditions, Even the 
Marin County jail optometrist Dr, 
Small reported March 27 of last 
year that Angela’s nearsightedness 
is due to the decrease ‘‘in distance 
focusing,”® resulting from her in- 
carceration in an eight by eight foot

The doctor conciuaea, ** Angela 
was originally promised outdoor 
privileges twice a week for 20 min- 
utes; it was later changed to once 
a week for an hour. She spent one 
half hour outside three and four 
weeks ago. She has only been out- 
side five times in Marin County...”” 
Jail authorities have put up a bas- 
ketball ring in the excercise yard 
and all women are allowed out to 
exercise for the first time in the 
history of the jail, Prior to 
Angela’s imprisonment at Marin, 
only men were permitted on the 
yard. The change came asnoacci- 
dent, according to Dr. Small, He 
said these improvements were the 
result of strong pressure from 
doctors, defense lawyers, Davis 
supporters and Davis herself, 
There is a lesson to be learned 
from Angela Davis’ incarceration 
that goes far beyond the scope 
of her trial and that is the in- 
tolerable conditions that every 
woman in prison must suffer each 
day of her life, 

It should be the job of everyone 
to push for the changes necessary 
to give our sisters and brothers 
a more human existence long after 
Angela’s trial has ended. 


Prisons have long assumed that 
putting people, who have broken 
a law, behind bars will deter them 
from ever breaking any other laws. 
However, it is evident that this 
is not true. Surprisingly the rate 
of repeaters in many prisons is in 
the 80th or 90th percentile, In 
order to prevent a prisoner from 
committing the same crime, it 
seems the prison would provide 
counselling to try to find out why 
the crime was committedandtotry 
to find ways of helping that person 
out of the situation that forced him 
or her to take that action. Judy, 
a sister who had been imprisoned 
at Oregon State Penitentiary in 
Salem became so depressed and 
unable to get help for either her- 
self or her cellmate. that she 
planned her suicide, At 7 in the 
morning when she took her weekly 
shower, she took the razor from 
her leg shaver. She kept it hidden 
until after dinner, when she was 
sure they wouldn’t be checked 
again for a couple hours. She set 
about cutting her wrists and siph- 
oning the blood into a coffee can, 
trying in her depression to be neat 
about this last act. She and her 
roommate becan cutting on each 
other’s arms when it wasn’t work- 
ing fast enough, Instead of visiting 
their cell last, as she usually did, 
the night matron checked their 
cell first - for no special reason - 
so the two were stitched up and 
returned to their cells, At no time 
did either receive any psycho- 
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logical help, In a week they were 
back carrying pails of water up 
stairs and scrubbing floors as 
before, in the same or worsened 
psychological state. The waiting 
list to see the counselor is about 
20-30 women; the counselor sees 
about one per week,” 

The majorityof women in prison 
are more like Judy than Angela in 
that they will not have anyone 
waiting for them when they get out 

‘f prison. There is no one to wel- 
come them home, for in many 
cases the children have been taken 
from them, and their husbands have 
grown tired of waiting, Most ofthe 
women will be denied jobs because 
they’ve been branded as ‘‘ex- 
cons,”’ 

Sisters, we need to hear the cries 
of pain and need from our own, 
Any sister in prison should be able 
to count on us for help, maybe to 
care for her children because there 
is no one else she can turn to, 


| 


or to just care for her, to hlep 
her feel beautiful and human once 
again when she is finally free, 


Up until very recently, there was 
no solidarity in women’s prisons, 
However, women are becoming 
aware of their mutual needs and 
experiences, and beginning to or- 
ganize. “In April 1971, 500 of the 
600 prisoners at California Insti- 
tute for Women struck in response 
to harassment by guards. In July 
1971, the dining room workers 
struck for higher wages and better 
working conditions. In New Haven, 
Ericka Higgins and others organ- 
ized the Sisterlove Collective. In 
New York, prisoners at the 
Women’s House of Detention were 
successful in organizing the entire 
prison by floors, The women are 
extremely active and have gained 
much publicity and support outside, 
Officials, since moved the prison 
out of Greenwich Village to Rikers 
Island, far from the city.’’ 
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“‘For any rebellion within a jail 
to win, people on the outside must 
take an active part. Revolts withina 
jail must be matched by demon- 
strations outside. Prisoners live in 
a completely totalitarian state 
where the individual isn’t of value, 
Only people on the outside can get 
the media to focus in on jail condi- 
tions. If people on the outside don’t 
help, prisoners can be completely 
isolated and destroyed. 

The disease of a decadent 
American empire has had its most 
detrimental effects on Third 
World, Black, and poor women in 
prison, Once inprison, women face 
magnified forms of all the oppres- 
sion and dehumanization that we 
face outside, oppression that they 
can’t turn away from or forget 
even for a minute, If we ignore our 
sisters and brothers in prison, we 
could possible be making the most 
fatal error of the New American 
Revolution.

married woman or the one 
hoping for marriage who shows 
an obvious interest in any aspect 
of the woman's movement, finds 
herself with a very hostile male 
on her hands The mere 
mention of the name “women’s 
Lib” raises the hackles on his 
neck and brings forth a tirade of 
invective.

At 
that time the Shah's regime had 
embarked on a campaign of 
terror against the people of Iran 
Hundreds had been arrested in 
Tehran after demonstrations 
opposing a bus fare hike. Shah's 
propaganda was also openly 
attacking the Confederation of 
Iranian; Students outside of the

country for its opposition to the 
dictatorship in Iran. Ashraf, 
Shah’s twin sister was visiting 


San Francisco, ironically as the 
chairwoman of the U.N. Human 
Rights Commission 

The students who occupied the 
Consulate were mainly 
demanding a public debate with 
Ashraf on human rights and 
conditions of political prisoners 
in Iran. Without a word of 
warning, the San Francisco 
Tactical Squad moved in on the 
students, severely beating several 


of them and arresting all of 
them 
One year suspended, three 


years probation, $125 fine and 
35 days to serve in the county 
jail was the sentence given to the 
41 students. Several months of 
legal harrassment followed but 
the Iranian students were able to 


fight the attempts of the 
Immigration and the Iranian 
Consulate to have them 
deported from the United 


States

If any of the 41 is deported to 
Iran, he or she will face 3-10 
years imprisonment, according 
to a law passed on March 1971 
in Iran ,which illegalized the 
Confederation of the Iranian 
Students outside of the country 
and made the members of the 
Confederation subject to 3-10 
years imprisonment 

The probability of deportation 
is not far off. The U.S 
Immigration Department is now 
in the process of laying the legal 
foundations necessary to deport 
the 41. (The Immigration 
Department has postponed its 
final decision on the 41 for three 
to four months) 

Such tactics of the Iranian 
government against the Iranian 
students have been defeated in 
the past by massive protests of 
public opinion. In the near 
future, the Confederation of 
Iranian Students will start a 
campaign to secure the renewal 
of the 41's passports

Phil Ochs, noted New York poet and balladeer, 
will be featured in a free concert in the outdoor 
theater near the music building, Tuesday May 23, 
at 2 p.m. 

Ochs first gained notoriety as a songwriter and 
folk singer in the New York folk renaissance in the 
early sixties. Such songs as “I’m not marching any 
more” were (along with early Bob Dylan songs) 
among the first popular cultura! manifestations of 
the then fledgling New Left 

Since then, he has recorded many successful 
albums including Pleasures of the Harbor, from 
which the following song, Small Circle of Friends 
reached top forty proportions: “Smoking 
marijuana is more fun than drinking beer/But a 
friend of ours was busted and they gave him 30 
years/Maybe we should stop them and ask 
somebody why/But demonstrations are a drag, 
besides I’m much too high.” 

During the Chicago Eight conspiracy trial, Ochs 
was a defense witness who was prevented from 
giving testimony. His testimony consisted of 
singing an original song (Tic Crucifixtion) and 
accompanying himself on guitar

Resolution 


After two years’ refusal to 
make an official statement on 
the Indochina War, the 
Sacramento City Council passed 
an anti-war resolution at their 
May 18 meeting. By a 5-2 
margin with one abstention, the 
council passed the following 
resolution: 

The Sacramento City Council 
is gravely concerned about the 
recent American escalation of 
the Indochina War, because we 
feel an immediate end to the 
hostilities is in the best interests 
of both sides. We therefore urge 
Congress, the President, and the 
citizens of Sacramento to do 
everything in their power to see 
that the War is ended as soon as 
possible, forsaking any and all 
violent solutions. 

The resolution was one of 
four offered to the Council for 
their consideration by the 
Sacramento Peace Center, a 
ten-year-old organization in the 
city. 

Much of the discussion of the 
resolutions was merely a repeat 
of the objections raised nearly 
one Y&al ago when the same 
group asked the Council to place 
a Vietnam referendum on the 
local ballot. That attempt was 


ruled out by the City Attorney 
who declared that such a topic 
was not within the jurisdiction 
of the City Council One of the 
vot imu th 1

At a meeting with the Executive Committee of the Faculty Senate 
on May 23'1972 Warren’s decision not to come was announced. The 
exact contents of the letter sent from Warren to Hyink was not 
disclosed to us. But we take Warren’s decision not to come as an 
indication pf his continued refusal to acknowledge or comment on 
his actions during WWII in relation to the Japanese Concéntration 
Camp Experience. 

This issue would not have even existed if the Sacramento State 
College Administration had been sensitive to students in general and 
Third World students in particular

It was suggested that we adopt a resolution condemning the 
placing of these people in the concentration camps and declaring our 
intention of doing whatever we could to protect them from violence 
“No, it’s no good,” Warren said. “Why not?” he was asked, and he 
explained, “Because at the time of their exclusion not one of us 
raised a voice against it. We can’t condemn it now.”

Will Humphrey Dumpty have a great fall? 


On Monday, May 22, 1972, 
Sen Hubert H Humphrey 
brought his California Primary 
campaign to Sacramento State 
campus. There was a good turn 
out for the Senator, even 
though many students were not 
aware of his coming. Amid the 
crowd were McGovern - signs 
which popped up here and there 
However, there was no mistake 
that the Senator's campus 
supporters were present as well 

David LeGrande, student and 
alternate delegate on 
Humphrey's slate introduced 
Sacramento Attorney, Nathaniel 
Colley (formerly a Lindsay 
delegate) who then in turn 
introduced the Senator 

As he started to speak, 
Humphrey noticed the Mexican 
mural on the school library 4nd 
said, ‘“‘That’s great, that’s really 
good!” He continued, “I know 
what you are doing here 
(referring to the college)...you're 
interested in the programs that 
we call ‘getting down to the 
Street level, the people level’ 
You're interested in child care 
centers.” The Senator then 
referred to measures which he 
co-sponsored that would give aid 
to child care center but thev

(the measures) were “stabbed in 
the back” by President Nixon 
and to this he added, “A 
President that can see no good in 
a child care center program 1s a 
President in which | can see no 
good and I| think it is time we 
got rid of him!’ 

Here Humphrey received one 
of many short bursts of applause 
but never did he really get the 
whole audience to applaud, 
which created the air of a 
prejudging audience against the 
Senator No matter what 
Humphrey would say because he 
was perhaps unfairly tagged 
“foe” there would always be 
that reserve not to agree 
Nathaniel Colley foresaw this 


attitude when in his 
introduction speech he said “I 
ask you to hear him-—not 


prejudge him, but hear him and 
make up your own mind.”’ 


The Senator then pointed out 
“I’ve been the sponsor of the 
recent Higher Education Act 
that will make some funds 
available despite your Governor 
( Reagan) and also I am the 
original author of the National 
Student Loans Program under 
which millions of students in 
this country have been able to

get a college education!”’ These 
remarks were made in regard 
that Humphrey realizes our 
(college) is deeply interested in 
educational opportunities and 
that we “have a Governor here 
in this state that is interested in 
seeing you don't have them!” 

At this point Humphrey 
seemed to hit a responsive chord 
because he received one of the 
loudest and enthusiastic 
applause of. his speech. The 
Senator went on to list other 
educational programs such as 
“Vista” and “Headstart’’ which 
he has helped to write, support 
and push through Congress, and 
that the main problem lies in the 
fact that the man in the White 
House does not believe in them 
“What would you do to improve 
these programs?” he said he was 
asked one day, and his reply was 
“to remove the guy who stands 
there like the immovable rock in 
the road to progress.” 

True to his promise the 
Humphrey campaign emphasized 
that the Senator has been a man 
of action. “Take a look and see 
who was there, I haven't been 
hiding in the wings. I have been 
in the middle of the fight.” 


Unlike McGovern’s campaign 
which plays on the theme of 
providing answers for today’s 
problems and that he was “right 
from the start,” Humphrey's 
campaign points to his record as 
a doer who does more than 
speak out, but votes and acts as 


weli “I'm no Johnny come lately 


I’m no sunshine liberal. I've been 
there in the storms, winters, the 
summer, the fall, the spring, and 
I've been there all along.” 


After his speech he fie!ded 
questions which near the end he 





stated, “My friends, let’s stop 
pretending one man has a 
monopoly on vision and 
prophecy.” Humphrey pulled 
out a newspaper clipping from a 
1965 New York Times interview 
with Sen. McGovern and read 
pacts which showed McGovern’s 
support of President Johnson at 
that time 

Humphrey's campaign is

‘Americanization’ and the 
domineering influence it has 
exacted upon the Filipine 

Even now, the Philippines 1: 
one of the most Americanizec 
nations of the Far East. During 
the early influx of immigran 
Filipinos to this country, they 
encountered the same prejudices 
and racial discnmminations 
experienced by the Japanese and 
Chinese, but here, ther 
“Americanized ideals of equality 
and civil liberties stood them 
Zood stead im such racial 
confrontations such as_ the 
Watsonville riots and Stockton 
and San Francisco disturbances, 
where they continuously refused 
to accept the projected idea that 
they were in any way inferior to 
the whites 

In the past the Filipinos were 
preyed white racists 
who hired them to work in the 
fields for as low as 15 cents an 
hour, after the Exclusion Act of 
1924 restricted the influx of 
Japanese and Chinese laborers 
In the Hawanan sugar 
plantations and California 
orchards they wer 
less. in the Alaskan cannenes the 
Filipino might have expected to

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Each day | ,000 people die of 
cancer in the United States. This 
year 19:000 children will 
become victims of leukemia and 
other childhood cancers, another 
15,069 will lose their lives to 
these ciseases. According to 
Statistics one in four 1s attacked 
by cancer. vest year President 
Nixon declared war on_ this 
second greatest destroyer of 
American lives 

It seems reasonable to think; 
that with the urgency of finding 
an answer to cancer in Amenca 
the government would be testing 
every available drug with any 
potential for defeating cancer. 
However, there is today a 
substance being used in 21 
countries in the fight against 
cancer that is denied to 
Americans. This drug, called 
laetrile or Amygdalin MF, has 
been used on over 5,000 cancer 
Patients since 1953. There are 
scores of people alive today who 
feel they would be dead without 
the drug. Hundreds of 
Americans have travelled across 
the border to Mexico to receive 
laetrile treatment from doctors 
there 

If it seems strange that it has 
not been tested in the United 
States, imagine the heartbreak of 
Dr. Ernest Krebs, Sr., a San 


McKeon suit

The legal manueverings have 
started now in the Stonelake 
suit, and it appears that McKeon 
is going to run up the defendants 
expenses. McKeon’s attorneys 
have filed thirteen depositions, 
forms of legal testimony, and 
these could cost the defendants 
as much as $5,000. 

Thus, although it has not even 
been determined that McKeon 
has a basis for his suit, the 
defendants are still faced with an 
expensive legal procedure that 
they cannot avoid. 

The determination of the 
Constitutional questions are 
important, and they have not 
yet been made. The ACLU, 
however, has filed a statement of 
“amicus curiae,” a statement 
that they think the defendants 
were doing nothing more than 
exercising their constitutional 
rights of freedom of speech, and 
freedom of the press. 

The charges McKeon has filed 
are as vague as “conspiracy,” 
that charge that is sometimes 
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Francisco physician who 
developed the drug, who worked 
most of his life to perfect it and 
was then denied having it tested 
by the Food and _ Drug 
Administration. As the lives of 
thousands of people hang in the 
balance waiting for an answer, 
why is the FDA so adamant in 
their refusal? They say that it 
has not proven successful in the 
treatment of cancer. In light of 
their refusal to test the 
substance it is difficult to see the 
basis for this conclusion. At one 
time they actually consented to 
have it tested, but revoked that 
consent before tests could begin 

Nicholas von Hoffman, 
writing a commentary in the 
Washington Post on the laetrile 
Question said, “Think if laetrile 
does turn out to be an important 
drug. Think how many miserable 
people will have died because 
some guy in Washington 
wouldn't issue a permit 

Some of the preliminary 
testing indicates that there are 
no side effects from the drug. 
Although it hasn't been used 
enough to substantiate all the 
claims made by proponents, it 
does seem to have certainly 
established a case for further 
tesiing. Cancer patients and their 
families take little comfort in 
the “protection” of the FLA 





used when there are no other 
charges available. As has been 
the case in some _ other 
conspiracy cases, some of the 
defendants had never even met 
each other before being named 
in the conspiracy, and some of 
the others knew each other only 
slightly. | personally had never 
met Bruce Swinehart, and I 
don’t think any of the others 
had either. McKeon’s suit is 
absurd and is nonsense, but it is 
still very dangerous.

It has becom e controversial only because those | 


who want to defeat it have described it as 
““controversial.”’ 

“Too broad, too sweeping,” they say. I have no 
trust for Standard Oii, or others like that, so I look 
a little further. It is true that Proposition 9 will be 
the most sweeping, (oughest environmental act 
ever enacted in this country. It is true that some of 
the things it outlines and calls for are going to be

State, indeed this nation is not going to stand by}

This is not the only thing that has to be done to 
protect the very air we breathe, among other 


things, but it’s sure going to make it easier to start

‘growth.’ But the backers of Proposition 9 are not 
against ‘progress’ or ‘growth’ -but neither are they 
in favor of a society that continually pollutes 
itself, that does everytning within its power to 
destroy itself. Proposition 9 is not something that 
was thrown together by a bunch of wild eyed 
“eco-freaks”. All that is in Proposition 9 comes 
from legislation that was introduced into the state 
legislature, or from recommendations from the 
various state resources agencies.

Bola Sete, a native Brazihan 
whose real name is Djalma de 
Andrade and who first came to 
America about ten years ago 
‘when he was introduced to the 
Monterey Jazz Festival by Dizzy 
Gillespie), is both a humble and 
effervescent man.

The mental image of the 
harried housewife being pushed 
and shoved around a bargain 
table has been the stimulus for 
much ridicule and joking. The 
housewife, however, has never 
viewed the situation in the same 
frivolous light. When you are 
trying to make an $80 a week 
check cover expenditures of $85 
a week, then a bargain becomes 
not a mere chance to take 
advantage of a good thing, but a 
mandatory way of life 

Our marketing social structure 
has placed a terrible strain on 
the poor consuming housewife 
When Mary Marquet pays 79 
cents for her Skippy Peanut 
Butter and Betty Bargain 
manages to find the same item 
for 71 cents, Mary M. must 
rationalize herself into believing 
she has not undergone 4a 
“shopper's screwing.”’ After all, 
she decides, Betty B. had to 
drive across town to save 8 cents 
on her peanut butter. However, 
Betty B. also saved 4 cents on 
her Del Monte Green Beans. 11 
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cents on her Folger’s coffee, 3 
cents on her Schillings Black 
Pepper, 7 cents on her Kraft 
American Sliced Cheese, etc., 
etc., etc. 

“Why,” asks Mary M., “do all 
the bargains have to be at a store 
on the other side of town?” If 
Mary would talk to the girls on 
the other side of town, she 
would learn they are asking the 
same question. It seems that no 
matter where you live, the 
particular item you need or 
desire is seldom on sale at the 
market nearest your home. 

In this case, the savings Betty 
made were not from. store 
“bargains” or ‘come-ons"’ used 
to lure customers. These savings 
were made on standard brand 
items selling at what the store 
called its “‘regular”’ price. 

These were the “regular”’ 
prices on name-brand items 
selling at these particular stores 
on September 26, 1971. 

Webster defines “reguiar’’ as 
conforming to a rule, standard 
or pattern.

1! cents from one store to 
another? Each store seems to 
have its own standard or pattern 
and is really not conforming ‘o 
any overall rule. On the other 
hand, when an item such as 
Kleenex Boutique Tissues is 
selling for 32 cents at all stores, 
some standard is obviously being 
followed ‘ 

One store manager explained 
the variance this way: “All 
markets are competitive. They 
have to be to stay in business.” 

Q: “You mean you go around 
to other stores checking their 
Prices?” 

A: “Well, we don’t actually 
do the pricing. It’s done in our 
main office.” 

Q: “You mean they go out 
and check prices at other 
stores?” 

A: “Oh, they do sometimes, 
but they get most of the prices 
from a price list,” he said 
impatiently 

Burdened by a complete lack 
of knowledge about food 
pricing, | blundered along 
wondering if every fool in the 
world knew from whence the 
price list cometh but myself 


Q: “Is that a list from the 
manufacturer you mean? Or, 
where does that list come 
from?” 


A: “No, the manutacturer 
may have a suggested price, but 
the price list comes from 4 
pricing service.” 

Q: “Do all the stores get this 
same price list?” 

A: “Only if they subscribe to 
the service.” 

It is sometimes wonderful 
how the warm air of sincere 
stupidity can melt a large iceberg 
of impatient indifference. As the 
questions continued, it was 
apparent that the questioner and 
the questioned had attained a 
certain rapport that can best be 
described as pity for the former 
from the latter. At any rate, it 
was learned that even though the 
main office of any store chain 
issues the same price list to each 
of its stores, the store still has 
the discretion to “sale”’ price qn 
item below the list price. This is 
usually done if that particular 
item has not sold well, if the 
item is chosen as a “‘come-on”’, if 
the item is new on the market, 
or for various other reasons. 

Therefore, the customer can 
be a victim of “shopper's 
screwing” in the same store at 
different locations. 
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While all of these stores claim 
to be “total-discount”’ stores, 
there is, in addition to prices, 
one other outstanding 
difference. This is the old 
trading-stamp game. My friend 
at the market says that issuing 
trading stamps increases business 
costs from 2 to 2 per cent 
This percentage has to be made 
up and is done in the most 
logical manner~ increased prices 
These increased prices are 
usually on what Bill (from the 
market) calls “gray items’, i.e., 
items that are not well known or 
frequently used (most people are 
aware of the prices of such items 
as coffee or sugar, so they avoid 
a mark up on these 
commodities).

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For the kid who has spent the 
last few years of his life going 
through much shoe leather and 
money trying to locate 
marijuana, Vietnam is that huge 
garden he has always dreamed 
about. And to think the Army 
sent him there! 

--John Steinbeck IV 


As just about everyone must 
know by now, the military 
services— with their supercharged 
supply and demand network-are 
a doper’s delight, particularly for 
the pothead. What is not so well 
known, however, is the extent to 
which pot has been effectively 
utilized, defended, and finally 
exonerated within the military. 

Some pot-smoking officers 
have gone so far as to predict 
that the military will be the first 
federal agency to legalize 
marijuana. This is mot as 
far-fetched as it might seem. As 
far back as its turbulent days in 
the twenties, the Army was 
forced into a  pro-marijuana 
position from which it has not 
really retreated since. 

During the tweaties, reports 
in the press of alleged marijuana 
excesses on the part of troops 
based in the Panama Canal Zone 
forced the Army to undertake 
two major marijuana studies, in 
1925 and 1931. The results, 
published in 1933 at the height 
of the Narcotics Bureau's attack

on the drug, were nothing short 
of sensational. Concluded the 


1925 study, “there is no 
evidence that marijuana as 
grown here. has any 


appreciably deleterious influence 
on the individuals using it...(It is 
recommended that) no steps be 
taken by the Canal Zone 
authorities to prevent the sale or 
use of marijuana, and that no 
special legislation be asked for.” 

The 1931 findings were even 


more pointed. “Delinquencies 
due to marijuana smoking...are 
negligible in number when 


compared with «delinquencies 
resulting from the use of 
alcoholic drinks.”” There was no 
tendency to combativeness or 
destructiveness in users, 
continued the report, and no 
threat to military discipline; ‘no 
recommendations...to prevent 
the sale or use of marijuana... are 
deemed advisable.” 

Predictably, the publication 
of these recommendations 
prompted a spate of hate articles 
‘n the anti-marijuana press of the 
thirties. When the heat of 
smotionalism had cooled in 
1943, Colornel J.M. Phelan, then 
editor of “The Military 
Surgeon”, responded with an 
article entitled “The Marijuana 
Bugaboo’. He asserted that “the 
smoking of the leaves, flowers 
and seeds of Cannabis Sativa is 
no more harmful than the 
smoking of tobacco or mullen or 
sumac leaves." The Colonel 
added, ‘it is hoped that no witch 
hunt will be instituted Within the 
military service.” As things 
turned out, the Coionel had 
little to worry about. Marijuana 
use in the military-what little 
there was during World War Ii 
(primarily in the Far East) and 


during the Korea War-—was 
unsensational enough to ignore 
Vietnam, however, turned 


Marijuana use into a top priority 
issue

While no one knows for sure 
how widespread was the use of 
pot in Vietnam at the height of 
troop buildups, the credible 
estimates range from 75% to 
20% of all Vietnam-based forces. 
A 1969 article in “The Journal, 
oi the American Medical 
Association” places the figure at 
65%. The highest reported 
estimate 75% was launched in 
testimony before a Senate 
Investigating Subcommittee by 
John Steinbeck IV, son of the 
world-famous novelist. 
Steinbeck had beomce = an 
authority by capping a Vietnam 
tour with a pit bust in 
Washington D.C., the largest in 
that city’s history, (22lbs., and 
he beat the rap!) 

In his book, “IN TOUCH” 
relating his experiences with pot 
both in Vietnam and State side 
Steinbeck varified what 2 
number of writers had earlie: 
reported about the military’: 
hang-loose policy towards po! 
use in 'Nam. Noting that troop: 
on R&R from war zones were 
generally allowed to avoid arrest 
by turning in their drugs before 
debarking, Steinbeck also 
revealed that friendly officers 
often warned servicemen that 
bar girls were given rewards 
(bounties) for every soldier they 


turned in. It would appear that 
only the very uncool were 
caught 


And even if he was caught, 
reported one writer, an offender 
was rarely given the general 
court-martial called for (bearing 
a maximum of five years al hard 
labor plus dishonorable 
discharge). “Almost always he is 
tried before a special court.” 
The usual penalty: six months in 
the stockade and loss of pay 
“As long as a soldier follows his 
orders and performs his job, he 
rarely has problems with the 
establishment,” concluded 
Steinbeck from his experiences 
in Vietnam 

Lucian K. Truscott IV brings 
the story up to date. Truscott 
passed through West Point, Fort 
Carson, and finally a court 
martial after he confessed that 
he was turning on with his men. 
His confession continued in the 
Pages of New York’s VILLAGE 
VOICE. Reporting recently on 
the vast drug underground at 
Fort Carson, Colorado, which 
efficiently serves large numbers 
of officers and enlisted men, 
Truscott quotes a fellow West 
Pointer who believes the Army 
tacitly legalized marijuana when 
it institutedits heroin program. 
“By giving amnesty to heroin 
users,” the officer observed, 
“the Army made it virtually 
impossible to punish anyone 
caught with a little grass. In fact, 
as soon as the program was 


instituted the word filtered 
down. The army wasn’t 
concerned with potheads 


anymore. They were worried as 
hell ;about smack and the bad 
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publicity they had gotten on 
that score. But grass was at the 
bottom of their list.”” 

Repeating a familiar theme in 
the military’s long experience 
with pot, Truscott suggests that 
alcoholism, which at Fort Bragg 
and caused a shortage of window 
panes to replace those broken in 
alcohol induced barracks brawls, 
is NOW a more serious problem in 
the military than pot. {Last 
November, a Penatagon report 
to Congress acknowledged 
alconolism as the number one 
problem, this March it conceded 
that there were 150,000 
alcoholics in the service.) 

Truscott’s judgements were 
borne out by his experiences on 
two return visits to Fort Carson 
last year. He found pot smoking 
open and undisguised in barracks 
after barracks, smoked not only 
among enlisted men but among 
large numbers of lieutenants and 
captains. One officer suggested 
that the military “‘just might 
force legalization oi marijuana 
on the nation”. 

Wheiher the military is 
successful in exporting its ironic 
liberality to the — general 
population remains to be seen. 
However, this wouldn’t be the 
first time the services had 
pioneered in guaranteeing for its 
men the use of socially 
condemned practices; 
prostitution, underage drinking, 
gambling, and all manner of 
more esoteric vices not generally 
available to youth in One 
Junction, Nebraska, having long 
been condoned by the armed 
forces. Within the military, as 
any veteran from any period will 
affir, there has always been the 
carefully observed policy that 
“if a man is old enotgh to fight 








and die for his country then he’s 
old enough to-——-~~——”. Over 
the years, many a raw lad has 
taken his first drink or screw in 
the military. 

The military's reputation for 
such specialized permissiveness 
seems to be well-krown among 
prospective recruits, who are 
flocking to the voluntary 
military in record numbers. Last 
year, when the Congress had 
effectively dismantled the 
Selective Service apparatus with 
a filibuster, the branches had 
little difficulty meeting their 
quotas with volunteers. This 
March, Secretary Laird proudly 
announced the lowest draft calls 
since 1949. It’s difficult to 
imagine the damage resulting 
from a sudden crackdown on 
pot. Like it or not, the military 
is launched on a course from 
which it cannot dare to veer. 

And, indeed, why should 
they, when they are getting such 
good results? A Harvard 
psychiatrist suggested recently 
that widespread use by troops in 
Vietnam had helped nervous 
youths adjust to a difficult and 
unpopular war. In his recently 
published book MARIJUANA 
RECONSIDERED ; the 
psychiatrist, Lester Grinspoon, 
M.D., compared the incidence of 
psychosis in troops who had to 
be evacuated (23 percent in 
WWII vs. 6 % in a comparable 
group in Vietnam). He 
concluded that “widespread use 
of cannabis may indeed to some 
extent be protecting that 
population (Vietnam troops) 
from psychosis.” 

Putting the case more 
succinctly, Grinspoon quotes the 
letter home from a 
Vietnam-based GI. “Is it any 
wonder people take advantage 
of the pot over here? It really 
helps. It’s helped mere to get my 
mind right than that stuff I’m 
supposed to be taking.” 

Waxing poetic, Steinbeck 
describes the benefit to himself 
arntd his fellows of a particular 
marijuana high they enjoyed 
while sitting out a shelling on a 
Vietnamese mountain top. “The 
beauty of all that gunpowder 
was almost too much to bear” 
he writes, noting “there is not 
enough time to delve into the 
usual manifestations of fear with 


this entirely new lexicon of 
sights and thoughts to deal 
with.” 


Dismissing the possibility that 
there is any danger attached to 
the use of pot in the war zone, 
Steinbeck makes the standard 
pothead claim, “‘you can learn to 
function quite normally with 
marijuana.”” One Peter Lemmon 
received the Congressional Medal 
of Honor (usually awarded 
posthumously) for fighting off 
two waves of NLF troops and 
dragging a wounded comrade to 


safety; his own experience 
would seem to support 
Steinbeck’s contention. After 


geing awarded his medal at the 
White House Lemmon revealed 
he had been stoned during his 
burst of heroism. 

Truscott adds his voice to 
those within the service who 
discovered military uses for pot. 
He claims that he and his 
potsmoking company stumbled 
onto the answer to one of the 
Army’s most persistent 
problems: steadily deteriorating 
relations between the officers 
and! noncoms (‘lifers’) and the 
enlisted men. The answer: pot. 
Pot sessions, he found, “created 
a curious fraternity among the 
men in the company...my first 
allegiance, and those of the 
other lieutenants who smoked, 
was to the men, not to the 
company commander, a

Sacramento State Young 
Democrats hosted on campus 
yesterday 3rd District 


Supervisorial candidates, Chuck 
Strauch, Dan Syrek, Sandy 
Smoley and Tom Kenny. Chuck 
Tulley, YD President arranged 
their appearance here and 
although the student turn-out 
was sparse, the candidates 
lingered to falk to potential 
voters 

Alan Clarke, who introduced 
the candidates, stressed that 
“Students can have the greatest 
impact on local government 
where their tepresentatives are 
visible. Important daily issues 
are in the hands of the County 


Board of Supervisors, such as 
environmental concerns like 
Stonelake and the American 


River; jobs, a vital concern to 
graduating students who wish to 
remain in the Sacramento area, 
consumer protection issues such 
as unit pricing and code da_ing 
on perishable dairy products 
child care centers which are 
funded by matching County and 
Federal appropriations; and 
parks and recreation 
development.” 

Chuck Strauch, the youngest 
candidate in the running, was an 
administrative assistant to one of 
the present Supervisors and is an 
accountant by profession. 
Strauch strongly opposes the 
McKeon-style development of 


Stonelake and gained the 
endorsement of Sacramento 
Citizens to Elect 
Environmentally Concerned 
Candidates because of his 
strength on ecology issues. 

He also stated that he will 
actively work for fair 
employment practices with 


regard to women and minorities 
In answer to a questionnaire 
from the National Women’s 
Political Caucus Strauch noted 
that “10% of County 
Government employees = are 
women, yet there is only one 
woman in the so-called upper 
management ranks.”’ He further 
stated that he would “demand 
an immediate Affirmation 
Action program for women...and 
recommend the creation of a 
citizen’s watch dog committee 
of women to make sure the 
affirmative action program 
wors,”” and added that “I am 
against discrimination against 
anyone on any basis. | would 
endeavor to have Sacramento 
County act as a model in making 
sure its citizens can live in a 
racist free, se xist free 
community.” Strauch — stated 
that he is in favor of 
government-supported day-care 
centers. 

An issue that Strauch has 
attempted to develop is the 
demand that Supervisors work 
on a full-time basis. At present 
they are paid $15,000 a year 
plus certain expenses, “not bad 
for a part-time job when 
students and graduates can find 
no jobs.” He also stated that he

would support instituting 
district offices to bring 
government that much closer to 
the people 

Dan Syrek, who introduced 
himself as a life-long Democrat, 


outlines his basic political 
position a8 conservative on 
matters affecting the local 


taxpayer, a progressive moderate 
on most other issues and a 
realistic conservationist. Syrek is 
a member of the Sierra Club and 
served on the Arden Park and 
Recreation District 

A systems analyst by 
profession, he said he is the one 


candidate opposed to 
City-County consolidation 
because there has been no 


evidence that it will save money 
and it tends to make government 
more distant from the people 
He stated that in his experience 
in Los Angeles County, “services 
get worse under consolidation.” 
Syrek stated that the issue of 
Stonelake should be placed in a 
reasonable perspective and 
citizens must consider the fact 
that it would cost $10 million to 
acquire the property. He sees 
parks and recreation areas within 
the city as a greater priority 
Another priority as far as 
Syrek is concerned is jobs and he 
would devote much of his 
energies as Supervisor to 
bringing more jobs into 
Sacramento, small industries 
that would provide more tax 
base and ultimately lower the 
high tax rate in the County 
Sandy Smoley, the only 
woman candidate, pointed out 
that there has never been a 
woman supervisor in Sacramento 
County. She said when she 
announced her candidacy to the 
local newspapers, she submitted 
a biography outlining her 
community activittes, 
particularly in the field of public 
health. The two local 
newspapers chose, from all the 
material submitted, the fact that 
she is the mother of two and the 
wife of....Ms. Smoley said that 
she considers her marriage and 
children an asset but not a merit, 
and she would like to be 
considered on the basis of her 
merits 
She is a registered nurse by 
Profession and became 
interested in County government 
when she served on a health care 
commission last year. She 
supports the decentralization of 
health services and would work 
to develop neighborhood clinics. 
She also proposed a_ central 
communications center for 
ambulance and emergency care 
and stated that bi-lingual staff 
should be available to serve 
non-English speaking citizens 
Counting herself! as an

labor has been attempting ‘to 
deal with inequitable 
employment practices and that 
government is ¢ oing to have to 
face the same provlem.

His main 
ingention was to provide the 
Spanish speaking community 
with a service that had been 
forgotten by the reguiar staff of 
KERS, which calls itself an 
alternative radio station 

Modesto Herrera and his staff 
of volunteers have been carrying 
on the community service since 
Mario transferred to Washington 
State, but continuation of the 


programming has been 
jeopardized more than once. 
California's 3.1 million 


Spanish speaking radio listeners 
are grossl) underrepresented in 
the mass media, especially radio 
programming. Although 
comprising 16% of this state’s 
population, 9% in Sacramento

County, 17% in Yolo County 
and 9% in Placer County, 
Chicano disc jockeys are only 
given tokenistic representation 
On all radio airways, including 
KERS. 

Six hours a week is all that 
they are allocated by KERS and 
the hours should be expanded to 
28. But in the meeting with the 
top administrators, they will be 
asking for more than just 
expanded air time. 
Representatives of the 
Communications Department, 
KERS, top Administrators, and 
the Chicano community will 
hear the staff of La Voz de 
Aztian ask for a Chicano to be 
placed in the Communications 
Department 

Space for the program to 
work out of is another request 
and it should be easy to secure 
as the students already have a 
room picked out. Attempting to 
stabilize the program and insure 
its permanency will find the 
students asking for a _ small 
allocation from the KERS 
budget since all equipment and 
records have been either 
borrowed or bought by the 
volunteer students themselves 

The requests are 
comparatively small from the 
students who have been 
recognized by the Chicano 
Community with a trophy for 
their outstanding dedication but 
the results from their meeting 
with the school administrators 
Will be recognized by the 
Chicano students as the official 
SSC positign on service to the 
LA RAZA community.

| would like to take a position 
in defense of inviting William 
Shockley to our campus and in 
defense of allowing him to 
speak. As a member of the 
Cultural Program Committee 
who voted with the majority to 
invite him (but not, of course 
speaking for any other members 
of the Committee), | feel it 1s 
important to reaffirm the 
principles by which I think 
Shockley was properly invited 
and also to answer the cnticism 
which has been directed. against 
his coming here 

Before beginning, | should say 
that although I am _ arguing 
basically on the side of “free 
speech,” I am sympathetic to 
some of the arguments presented 
by those who believe Shockley 
should not have been invited 
here, and like many others I 
have had to call my own beliefs 
into what I think has been an 
honest re-examination and with 
what [| hope has been a 
willingness to modify 

Because the arguments for not 
inviting Shockley have been so 
varied and have come from so 
many different sources, | have 
RAFT 
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arranged my own remarks as 
responses to arguments, 
starting with those that seem to 
be the least important and 
moving to those that have, to me 
at any rate, been the most 
significant and the most 
telling the latter including an 
admirable position paper 
recently advanced by a respected 
colleague 

First, then, was the early 
argument that the Shockley 
incident ought not to be debated 
as a “freedom of speech” or 
“academic freedom” issue at all, 
that it was simply a mistake to 
invite him in the first place 
given the limited number of 
speakers that we can bring to the 
campus. Every year, we do select 
Certain speakers rather than 
others, indicating that we do 
have some critena by which we 
select them Surely, this 
argument goes, a man of 
Shockley’s notoriety could not 
have met these criteria. Thus, in 
not inviting him, we are not 
denying him the right to speak 
but simply don’t want him to 
speak here 

This is, of course, a basic 
argument and always true 
theoretically (in regard to any 
speaker, theoretically we could 
always get a better one). It could 
be used against other speakers 
brought here and in some cases, 
no doubt with justification, but 
| don’t think Shockiey falls 
within this category, for two 
reasons. First, the campus has 
traditionally been one of the 
best places for figures of 
controversy to speak, But, more 
importantly, by choosing not to 
invite him, we are denying him 
access to a forum for his ideas. If 


those 
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other campuses followed suit, 
then one can multiply what we 
might have done, and the result 
is that he has no access to those 
places in our society that are 
traditionally the best areas in 
which ideas are discussed 

Still, colleges don't invite 
every speaker who is on the 
Scene, so why Shockley? I 
believe one possible criterion for 
considering a speaker is whether 
the speaker and the ideas he 
represents are being’ taken 
seriously. Few would take an 
advocate from the International 
Flat Earth Society seriously, or 


Jean Dixon or “Carswell 
Predicts.” Colleges invited 
George Lincoln Rock well 


because he was a symbol of 
something frightening that one 
has to take seriously. Thus it is 
better for faculty and students 
to hear him, to get an idea of the 
hatred involved in anti-Semitism, 
to see it first-hand 

And I submit that it is not 
enough to say that we already 
know what he thinks and 
therefore there is no reason to 
invite him. It is not the same 
thing to read in an incomplete 
and fragmentary way about a 
person's ideas in the newspaper 
or see and hear excerpts of his 
speeches on television as it is to 
hear him talk on campus and 
present his ideas within some 
context, especially since on 
campus there is usually some 
chance for challenge and debate 

il 

There is another argument 
that states that Shockley should 
not have been invited because he 


is not an expert in genetics 
Many of the people on our 
campus who have argued this 
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way would ordinarily d¢plore 
such a retreat into 
professionalism or an appeal to 


expertise. We all know that 
significant discoveries can and 
have been made by men and 


women when working outside 
their own fields; we know that 
some important discoveries have 
been made by accident. In fact, 
we usually applaud such efforts 
because of our feelings of 
discouragement with the narrow 
kinds of professionalism that we 
are trapped in today and with

what he or she has to say. In our 
culture people often speak in 
different roles or frequently use 
their expertise in one area as the 
basis for making authoritative 
claims in another. Most of us are 
more or less aware of this, and I 
don’t think people, especially 
students, need to be protected 
from it 

To raise another question, let 
us suppose that a reputable 
geneticist had done bona fide 
research which pointed” to 
similar kinds of conclusions as 


Although to many the Shockley Affair is a thing of 


the past, the issues which arose from it, popularly known as free 
speech vs. human freedom, are questions which will plague this 
campus, as well as society as a whole, in the future. Originally, it was 
the intention of the Hornet to reprint what we felt were the most 
eloquent statements on both sides.

The Hornet disagrees with much of 


what Prof. Nelson has to say, yet we must admit that as a spokesman 


for his viewpoint his 
well-presented we have yet to see 


our sense of hope about the 
results to be gained from 
interdisciplinary approaches 

It would be difficult to totally 
ignore or dismiss the latest work 
of any man or woman who has 
achieved renown in one field 
when his or her latest work is in 
another field, especially when 
the general scientific training 
and background of the two 
fields have some points in 
common. In Shockley’s case, 
even if you believe he has 
violated accepted standards of 
research, one really effective 
way of finding out is to let him 
present his research and attempt 
to refute it. This does not simply 
mean that you let him present it 
nationally one time or a few 
times, but locally as often as 
anyone wants to hear him, on 
campus after campus, as well as 


in various academic and 
scientific journals 
To the more complex 


argument, in determining what 
critena are to be used in inviting 
speakers, that a _ distinction 
should be made beiween a 
person who openly espouses an 
ideological or political behef and 
a Scientist who drapes his 
ideological position with a 
mantle of scientific objectivity, | 
can only say that while there ts 
justice in this argument, it ts not 
a compelling enough reason to 
preclude such a person’s being 
brought to campus and hearing 
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is the most succinct and 


Shockley is arguing for. Would 
we also deny him an invitation 
to speak” Certainly it is possible 
to argue that a lid ought to be 
put on certain research even 
though that research might lead 
to a new truth, say, or a new 
discovery. For example, if it 
were demonstrable that certain 
discoveries in a particular field 
of nuclear research were such 
that they would lead inevitably 
to the destruction of the human 
race, then that kind of research 
ought to be abandoned. 

But the situation is different 
in the case of Shockley and the 
idea he represents. Although his 
topic might be controversial and 
even inflammatory, it is simply 
not on a scale with the nuclear 
research example mentioned 
above. And unlike the nuclear 
research example, the best way 
to defuse the Shockley approach 
to human differences is by 
letting him speak and then 
attempting to refute him. And 
remember that it is not only 
possible but easy to challenge 
and refute a speaker's ideas even 
though he might not allow 
verbal question from the floor 
during the time of his speech. If 
he is controversial and if people 
do see holes in his argument, his 
ideas will be discussed and 
challenged by people on campus, 
in the newspaper, and in

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classrooms for weeks after he 
has departed. 

I would think, if nothing else, 
that in Shockley’s case, for those 
who think that he shouldn't 
have been inyited because he is a 
racist, that ‘it would be an 
educationally effective way for 
us~—faculty and _ students—to 
learn more about 
racism —including the racism in 
ourselves-and the different 
guises in which racism appears. 
Basically, however, the argument 
that Shockley himself is a racist 
i8 an ad hominem argument. The 
only way to fairly discredit 
Shockley’s ideas is to refute 
them in argument. 

No case is ever closed, no idea 
is beyond scrutiny and each 
generation needs to challenge 
ideas that have been successfully 
challenged before or else, as 
Mills says, we will hold our 
truths like prejudices and n« 
longer know the grounds of our 
own opinions 

il 

It is probably patronizing tc 
Blacks for Whites to say that the 
college ought aot to invite 
Shockley because his speaking 
on campus would be an assault 
on Black feelings and Black 
dignity. It was inevitable that a 
Black would point this out, as a 
Black student did in a recent 
letter to the Hornet. She also 


pointed out that once again 
Whites were willing, however 
honorably or unintentionally, to 
compromise or “qualify’’ their 


principles, instead of living by 
them, when the going gets 
tough. This is a pattern, it seems 
to me, that Blacks find it 
difficult to respect. This time 
the compromise might on. the 
Surface be supposed to work in 
their favor (even that is dubious) 
but next time it might not. At 
any rate, the Black movement 
has come much too far to need 
Whites to intervene in a case like 
Shockley’s. The Blacks can 
refute Shockley and don’t need 
or want White protection. Or to 
put it another way, it is because 
you really believe Blacks are 
equal that you invite Shockley. 

In fact, to argue that 
Shockley ought not to be invited 
because of his racist ideas is 
patronizing to students 
generally. | realize this notion is 
a commonplace that has been 
re-stated many times since 
Shockley came here, but it has 
to be repeated. We supposedly 
subscribe to the idea that 
students be exposed to a wide 


range of ideas, even the most 
outrageous, so they can decide 
for themselves, the assumption 
being that no one can ever 
develop a trained critical 
intelligence and learn how to silt 
out truth from falsehood unless 
he can see ideas collide 


Presumably, this is what higher 
education is all about. To 
borrow a phrase from Robert 
Warshow, higher education is 
interested in our searching for 
the truth, not in shaping our 
attitude towards it.

principles, engaged in actively, 
will help us build a more 
enlightened society, where all 
people are more truly equal, 
more humanized, more free to 
become what they are capable of 
becoming. Ironically, free speech 
may seem temporarily to work 
against such realization, for 
minority groups as well as even a 
majority group, but in the long 
run I believe it will work for 
them. In fact it is doing so in our 
culture today, since the idea of 
Black equality is an idea whose 
time has both come and is 
continually coming, thanks in 
part to the principle of free 
speech, by means of which the 
idea has gained a powerful place 
in American culture. To be sure, 
the idea of equality is not nearly 
the same as the act and the 
feality of equality but the idea 
is now here to stay, and in the 
intellectual community | believe 
We ire convinced that th 

















reality- though still far, far, 
away ~is coming. And surely it is 
wrong to make academic 
freedom or freedom of speech 
the scapegoat for institutional 
racism, at the very time when 
partially by means of the 
principle of that same freedom 
of speech, the idea of Black 
equality has been finally stated 
in such a dramatic and 
overwhelmingly compelling way. 

Still, it is possible to argue 
that a principle like human 
freedom can conflict with itself, 
and that maybe the Shockley 
case is one of those times. But I 
belicve that the history of 
freedom of speech has run 
roughly parallel to the history of 
human treedom, and that each 
time freedom of speech is given 


a chance, in the long run it 
serves the cause of human rights 

Even if we grant the 
possibility that human freedom 
can contlict with itself, who is to 
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determine when that occurs 
since the “clear and present 
danger” clause does not cover 
the kind of broad problem we 
are talking about? That is, what 
board of judges can infallibly 
decide that a particular 
sociological context is such as to 
cause freedom of speech to 
ironically deny human freedom? 
To argue that there are certain 
times, such as the Shockley case, 
when the context is self-evident 
is contradicted by the very 
controversy surrounding the 
incident 

Nevertheless, as an academic 
community we do need to be 
more aware of the implications 
of inviting certain kinds of 
controversial speakers to 
campus. Surely we would still 
want to invite such speakers, 
except in cases where physical 
violence is a strong likelihood, in 
such cases where there is a “clear 
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and present danger.”’ Even here, 
the prospect of violence, which 
might intimidate us from 
inviting a speaker, can itself 
become a kind of censor, and 


therefore we need to provide as 
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safe an arena in those 
circumstances, as we reasonably 
can. 

Finally, we come to the 
meaning of freedom of speech 
and its cwrollary for us, 
academic freedom. It is difficult, 


as you know, for anyone to 
appeal to those’ timeworn 
phrases, such as “a forum for 
Public debate,” “an open 


the “free market 
without sounding 


society,”” or 
place of ideas” 


solemn or empty or quaint. In 
fact, “free market place of 
ideas”’ is especially vulnerable 
(The argument recently 
advanced that the market place 
concept means that certain 
ideas like the idea of White 
supremacy or Black 
inferiority gained a _ sort of 


monopoly control of the market 


place of ideas because of the 
powerful White people and 
White institutions that 
advocated them-is persuasive.) 


In addition we all know that 
freedom of speech, at least in 
the idealized way we think of it, 
does not really exist in many 
areas of our culture—not in 
politics or government, not in 
television or newspapers, not in 
teaching and education, perhaps 
not in society generally. Even in 
the more specific area of colleges 
and universities, if we have it at 
all, we have it very imperfectly 


The argument, also, that 
academic freedom is a White 
man’s principle is a _ true 
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argument. But in spite of the 
fact that White freedom and 
Black inferiority gained 


White freedom, has worked 
almost exclusively to deny 
access to Blacks is not entirely

monopoly power in the market 
place of ideas during the last 
century, I don’t think these 
ideas have nearly the market 
power they had even twenty-five 
years ago, especially in colleges 


and untversitics There is 
institutional racism in higher 
education but the principles of 
free speech and academic 


freedom are the means by which 
it has been as is being attacked, 
by White as well as Black 
advocates. If the idea of slavery 
had not been questioned, even 
before the Civil War, if the idea 
of Black freedom had not been 
advocated, at first in a low voice, 
to be sure, our society would be 
more racist than it is. 


In other words, to argue that 
academic freedom, because it is 
a White principle that vouchsafes 
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accurate because academic 
freedom has been invoked again 
and again by Whites in order to 
speak vigorously for the equal 


rights of Blacks. There is no 
question that it has been 
invoked continuously in our 


own time if only infrequently in 
earlier times. But that is only 
proof that academic freedom is 
becoming a Black principle as 
well as a White one, and hardly 


proof that we now ought to 
further qualify it because it 
continues to deny to Blacks 


access to the market place of 
ideas 

Surely, despite its 
imperfections, despite all the 
sacred cliches surrounding the 
mystique of it, academic 
freedom and freedom of speech 
continue to be part of the larger 
concept of human freedom and 
equality. And perhaps, as one of 


my colleagues suggested, 
academic freedom is not so 
much something we already 


have, but rather a goal that we 
can continue to work for 

Surely the freedom to read, to 
inquire, to explore, to search 
out, to weight critically one idea 
against another, is still what the 
idea of a university is all about. 

Freedom to grow, to liberate 
and cultivate one’s mind and 
sensibilities, freedom to enlarge 
and expand one’s experiences, 
freedom to divest oneself of 
prejudices and 
freedom to 

know the 
own

understand and 


grounds ot one’s opinions 


ind one s own respons 
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freedom to explore and become 
close to one’s feelings, freedom 
to question every shibboleth, 
every sacred cow, every question 
no matter how much beyond 
questioning that question 
appears to be, freedom to 
investigate and grasp the sources 
of our own unique, 
cross-cultural tradition—a 
tradition that has been forged 
and, hopefully, will be 
continuously modified and kept 
vital by the work of peoples 
from here and from all over the 
world freedom to come to 
know the meaning of one’s own 
experiences and the authentic 
basis of one’s own being these 
freedoms, I say, are surely at the 
heart of any liberal studies that 
claim to be genuine 

And these freedoms are 
inseparable from the concept of 
a free and enlightened society, 
because we belie: that the 
discovery of new knowledge and 


new truths work for the 
common good 
What we need is increased 


awareness of and sensitivity to 
Blacks-and if this debate has 
done nothing else for me, it has 
compelled me to try to work for 
this more and more in myself 
But we also need increased 
awareness of and sensitivity to 
the needs of man, 
generally that is, the need for 
all of us to work towards a more 
truly enlightened society. I see

In addition, we feel 
obligation to do what we can for the students on the selling of their books. As a service 
~ students, we have selected a buying guide from the most competitive company (Ne- 
Book Company) for our use in purchasing books that will not be used at this schoo! for 
& coming semester. These books are then shipped to Nebraska at the price we have paid to 

) for the books. 


The book buyers have about 1500 titles to memorize and check when they purchase the 
‘3 from you. As you probably know, there is generally a line all week long during the 
back week, and our buyers are under constant pressure. Do not be afraid to speak up 
wu feet the buyer has made a mistake of any kind. if you feel a book is being used for next 
ster's classes but they are not paying you '2 the new price, ask why! (A) It might be 
have not received the information from the department, in which case they can only pay 
wholesale price.

delay was desirable until the 
implementation of a city 
regulation requiring the 
registering of bicycles. This 
deadline has been postponed by 
the City until a later date, and 
hence may hamper identification 
of bicycles. It was also agreed 


that ample notification be 
provided to the campus 
community before the 


regulations were implemented. 

On May 9, 1972, President 
Bernard L. Hyink approved the 
following regulations governing 
vicycles on campus effective 
July 1, 1972. 

1. Bicycles will not be 
permitted to park anywhere on 
campus except in bicycle racks 
provided for that purpose. 

2. No. bicycles will be 
permitted in any building on 
campus, except for an interim 
period in the residence halls, 
where a special problem exists 
temporarily. 

3. City of Sacramento and 
California State Motor Vehicle 
Code rules and regulations for 
riding bicycles on sidewalks and 
pathways will be applicable to 
all sidewalks and pathways on 


the campus. 
These regulations were 
approved in principle by the 


Student Senate on March 23, 
1972, by the Faculty Senate on 
April 19, 1972, and by the Staff 
Council on April 20, 1972. 
After a brief period when 
warning notices will be provided, 
bicycles not parked in racks 
provided for that purpose will be 
impounded and may be retrieved 
at. the Corporation Yard 
Bicycles chained to firedoors, 
blocking entrances, and along 
aisies, corridors, and ramps, or 
chained to handrails are 
currently being impounded. It is 
planned to have the policy fully 
implemented by the opening of 
the Fall 1972 semester. The 
effectiveness of this regulation 
designed for the welfare of the 
campus community will depend 
on the {uli cooperation of all 
who utilize the bicycle for 


transportation to and from 
campus. 
speak. the topics are varied 


ranging from the Renaissance, 
the beginning of classical ballet, 
the history and development of 
tap & jazz forms in the US., 
afro-haitian cance, and _ to 
Bharata Natyam, a classical

With so many fine speakers 
coming, professor Anderson 
hopes to increase’ student 
enrollment.

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Ryan Act alters credential program 


if you are now considering 8 
program that might possibly 
arn you a teaching credential, 
yom had better be aware of a 
few changes. 

The Ryan Bill which wes 
passed by the legislature in 1970 
is now becoming 2 reality on 
most state college campuses. 
Articulation and interpretation 
of the Bill has created a monster 
for the state colleges now in the 
process of developing the new 
program. 

The main purpose of this 
article is to familiarize those 
most directly affected. 
Following is a skeletal sketch of 
the main articles of the law, who 
will be affected by them, and 
what is now being done to 
implement the Bill: 

The most important point of 
the whole Bill is that anyone 
who cannot obtain a credential 
by September 15, 1974 will fall 
under the new provisions (this is 
mostly all students who will be 
freshmen and juniors next year). 

There is no _ longer an 
elementary credential. The new 
credential is called a ‘multiple 
Subject’ credential, this 
diversified major qualifies the 
holder to teach any subjects in a 


self-contained  classrcom To 
obtain this credential a new 
major is now being created 
called ‘liberal studies’. It will be 
an 84 unit package to be 
completed before the senior 


The senior year will be 
mostly of 


year. 
comprised 


‘Professional Education’ which 
now becomes Upper Division (9 
units ) and student teaching. The 
student teaching, then, will be 
done before graduation as upper 
division work. A knewledte of 
methods of teaching reading 
must be shown either through a 
program or passage of an exam. 

This B.A. in Liberal Studies 
will be 84 semester units equally 
divided among four areas (no 
more than three units variance) 
which includes: 1) English; 
including grammar, literature, 
composition and speech. 2) 
mathematics and the physical 
and life sciences. 3) Social 
sciences 4) humanities and the 
fine arts. 


Upon completion of this 
major a ‘preliminary credential’ 
is awarded, But a fifth year of 
study is still required and must 
be completed within a five-year 
Period from the time of the first 
employment. This credential is 
for teaching kindergarten 
through twelfth grade in a 
self-contained classroom. 

The secondary credential is 
also part of the past and now 
becomes a_ ‘single subject’ 
credential. This is very much like 
the present secondary program, 


but now the holder of a 
Single-subject credential can 
teach only that subject. The 


commission has specified only 
eleven areas: English, physical 
and natural sciences, 
mathematics, social sciences,

Like many ‘fantastic’ 
community betterment ideas 
Chicanos have thought of, it was 
regarded as simply a dream that 
could not come true because of 
the laws, rules, regulations and 
financial backing that stood in 
its way. Everyone said it was a 
great idea, but no one thought it 
would get past the idea stage.

Nothing going for them but 
Chicano inspiration and 
self-determination started the 


ball rolling last summer and the 
first person contacted was 
Chicano Studies Director, Frank 
Godina. So eager to see the 
bcokstore become a reality, 
Frank, on the spot, offered to 
pay the first month’s rent on the 
location. With his help, others 
soon offered to assist and spirits 
were lifted. 


Chicano organizations and 
community people were 
contacted with everyone giving 
their support. It was like asking 
a poor person to give money for 
the poor. They could see and 
feel the need but do little about 


it. They reached into their 
pockets and hearts and gave all 
they could, but it wasn't 


enough. The success spirit stated 
to crumble as the realization of 
the financial need and the other 
technical problems, like a 
growing volcano, became 
visually higher every day. 


It was still in the idea stage by 
the time school started last 
September and the situation was 
taken to MECHA. The students 
voted to see the dream come 
true and plans were made to 
actively raise funds for the 
bookstore. Juan Gutierrez, who 
had been working on the project 
to keep it alive was placed in 


command of the operation. 
Soon he _ found himself 
surrounded by a team of 


Chicano students, all? experts in 
their fields. Without their help, 
it would still be an idea today. 


Fundraising events, volunteer 
help and expert advice started 
coming through. People and 
students began to donate used 
books to the cause. La Raza 
Bookstore at 1228 F Street 
unofficially opened its doors on 
a part-time basis with volunteer 
help on April 10, 1972. 


industrial arts, 
education, business, music, art, 
home economics and language. 
Apparently there are legislative 
amendments pending to clarify 
parts of the act, especially the 
listing of the ecleven single 
subject areas which do not, at 
present, include such majors as 
history, government ethnic 
studies, drama, etc. The 
single subject area plus the 
rofessional education must also 

e completed by the fourth year 
and provisions for the fifth year 
of work is also necessary for the 
life credential. The holder of this 
credential may teach in his 
authorized field kindergarten 
through twelfth grade. 

Another new provision of the 
bill is the granting of a credential 
through the ‘subject matier 
examination’ which state:: “The 
adequacy of subject matter 
preparation and the basis for 
assignment of certifed personnel 
shall be determined by the 
successful passage of a subject 
matter examination as certified 
by the commission except as 
specifically waived under an 
approved program.” 

What this means is that if a 
person feels competent enough 
in a certain area, (for example a 
business major who has an 
interest in English) he can take 
the subject matter examination 
in English and, if he passes, he 
can be granted a credential to 
teach English. indergarten 
through twelfth grade. rrovided 


It’s success looks dimmer 
every day, but thats not the 
reason why the Chicano students 
jumped into the ‘Free 
Enterprise’ capitalistic trip. Had 
MECHA been a student in a 
Business Administration | class 
and tried to explain to his 
professor why he chose to open 
a bookstore in a high risk area 
known for its poverty and lousy 
customer market,'he would have 
failed the course. 


La Raza Bookstore opened its 
doors as a non-profit operation. 
The students don’t expect to 
become successful businessmen, 
thats not their aim. It might 
sound a little crazy to some, but 
what they really want to do is 
raise enough money so they can 
give it away. 

Scholarships are hard to come 
by for the average college bound 
student and for Chicanos, they 
ar almost non-existant. One of 
MECHA’s objectives in opening 
the bookstore is to provide the 
students of the Chicano 
community an apportunity to 
obtain a college degree by 
offering them scholarships from 
the profits of the bookstore. 

La Raza Bookstore doesn't 
even want to compete with the 
other bookstores in this city, 
just provide a_ service the 
Chicano community that the 
other bookstores have failed to 
do. That is to offer the 
Community books in both 
Spanish and English about the 
Chicano culture. 






he has: 1) a BA degree in any 
field other than education, 2) s 
fifty yeas of professional 
education study 3) an approved 
program of professional 
education, and 4) a knowledge 
of methods of teaching reading. 

There is also a similar 
€xamination for the 
multi-subject credential. 

Since the fall of 1971, 
departments , in the schools, 
including the schoold of 
Education, have been trying to 
devise programs that will meet 
the needs of these new 
requirements. 

The School of Education will 
be handling the burden of 
articulation and _ evaluation 
within the sphere of the 
Commission’s approval. The 
School of Education is guing to 


write and distribute a new 
credential handbook. This 
booklet should alleviate many of 
the questions about the 


program. The college is also in 
he process oO mailing 
questionaires to determine how 
many people this will affect at 
SSC. The estimate now is that 
approximately 33% of the 
college’s population pursue a 
credential oriented program at 
any one time. 

vy midsummer, SSC will have 
submitted to the statewide 
commission its new program for 
developing competent teachers.

The bookstore is now open 
with a very small collection of 
books on hand, but that has not 
stopped the plans from growing. 
Up to now, the shelves are not 
even installed, since all the 
money was spent on ordering 
the small amount of books. The 
walls have been freshly painted 
orange and the floor is clean. 
The hours have been posted as 
Tuesday and Thursday from 
12:30 to 5 and Monday 
Wednesday and Friday from 8 to 
11:30 a.m., but since the staffis 
voluntary, don’t count on the 
hours. If a sandwich sign that is 
painted red is sitting in front of 
1228 F St. then its open. They 
only put the sign out when 


open. 


Books are not the only items 
available. Future plans are to 
exhibit and sell Chicano Art 
objects made by the 
community's local crafstmen. 
Posters and materical from 
UFWOC are soon to be installed. 
Literature from Mexico and the 
Chicano Movement will be there 
as well as magazines and comic 
books in Spanish.

It is condescending of Mr, 
Hughes to school me like an ab- 
sent schoolboy on Camus after he 
he has invited me to speak to his 
class on the subject, It is con- 
descending to dismiss my indig- 
nation as “‘toilet-trained’’ moral- 
ity. It is condescending to quote 
me out of context in order tomy 
quotes (oh, os cleverly!) against 
me, It is condescending to attribute 
the failure of English professors 
to teach English 1B to inadequate 
logic when in fact it is due to 
other forces less reprehensible 
and more admirable, It is con- 
descending to shout ‘‘for shame,”’ 
and ‘‘shame on you’? in a public 
controversy as if one were a ... 
it is so archaic, an example fails 
me, It is condescending to distort 
my thoughts for clever effects, to 
misrepresent my position the 
better to attack me, to condemn 
my anger as immoderate and ex- 
treme while noting with snide 
frony, ‘‘Methinks you do protest 
teo much.” Finally, it is con- 
descending to end with an indul- 
gent pat on the head and a benigh, 
wise, and owlish bit of advice that 
I end my passionate indignation, 
and in the great scheme of things, 
“calm down,”’ 

I will not condescend to Mr, 
Hughes, I leave the ad hominem 
remarks to him, Neverthe less his 
analysis demands reply because 
it is so typical of the slovenly 
thought that passes for thoughtful 
analysis today, I cannot speak for 
lan McGreal (and indeed I resent 
my criticisms being equated with 
his. He attacks from the ‘‘right’’ 
and I attacked from the left. If 
that was not clear, then nothing 
was clear to Mr, HUGHES.) Mr, 
Hughes’ analysis is rotten to the 
root, From his opening analysis of 
“‘white heat’’ as a racist phrase, 
it is cute and completely uncom- 
prehending. ‘‘ White -heat,’’ racist 
phrase! It is precisely such assin-

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approval and admiration, Indeed, 
one seems to prove one’s “radical 
credentials” by having a “dirty 
mind,’”’ a mind intent on ferreting 
out furtive examples of obscene 
racism or sexism. 


sniffers are afoot 


God help us but the orthodoxy 
sniffers are afoot! On both sides 
of the political spectrum. ‘Sniff, 
sniff! Are you orthodox?’ And 
the new test, the new shibboleth, 
is whether one can recognize the 
blatant stupidity of one of these 
remarks, To recognize one marks 
one as alien to the ‘‘real, com- 
mitted left,’ (‘Has your com- 
mitment been checked, lately? 
Come in for a check-up!’’) just 
as recognizing Nixon’s flagrant 
hypocrisies marks one as alien 
to the ‘‘real American patriots” 
of the right. 

Mr. Hughes’ analysis is rotten 
not only because of such coy stup- 
idities, but because it viclates the 
cardinal rules of intellectual de- 
bate: It lumps together twoclearly 
separate objections Mr, 
McGreal’s and my own -- and 
constantly quotes out of context. 
Thus, in reply to my objection 
that the proposed document should 
not seek reform at the expense of 
only one group -- the young white 
male; that to respond to the just 
grievances of one group by sac- 
rificing another group is not a 
radical solution but merely another 
example of the peculiarly bankrupt 
brand of modern liberal pluralism 
(sell out one “have nots” -- women 
and minorities); that a ‘‘radical’’ 
solution would insure that the ex- 
pense of reforms is distributed 
amoung all -- Mr, Hughes, a 
a faculty member -- as well as 
white male students; that discrim- 
ination of the sort proposed pits 
*thave nots’ against each other 
for crumbs; Mr. Hughes answers 
by quoting me out of context. Then 
he concludes: “It is naive of you 
to suggest that reforms can be 
achieved without expense-- Shame 
on youl’ It is not expense I 
attacked, but that the expense was 
being borne by only one group 
instead of by all, The entire essay 
is filled with this tendency to 
quote out of context, and with an 
even more shabby device -- ad 
hominim,

Instead of dealing with my argu- 
ments, Mr. Hughes choses to en- 
gage in witty personal attacks, 
I am chastized for my “white 
heat” (clearly if you are emotion- 
ally outrages, you are irrational); 
I am attacked for my ‘‘moralistic 
tone,’’ caused by “‘toilet Y 
for being ‘‘naive”’ and “innocent,” 
for ‘‘villainous’” remarks that play 
into the hands of racists, All these 
remarks are uttered in the most 
friendly genial way as if they were 
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bereft of idealism, is 
for justice so shallow, that one can 
be attacked merely for his moral 
indignation? Is this not the ultimate 
cynicism? And shades of Lyndon 
Jobnson’s charge that criticism of 
the Vietnam War is “‘aiding and 
abetting the enemy,” I am told 
not to criticize the proposed pro- 
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spirit of radical self-criticism 
gone? Where it always was -- 
**more honored in the breach than 
in the observance,” something to 
boast of but not proactice, 

When these tawdry devices are 
pared away, what is left? In one 
word -- cynicism. We are told that 
scarcity is a reality in ‘‘today’s 
job market.’”? Perhaps because so 
many people like Mr, Hughes des- 
pise the notion that all must share 
in the sacrifice, After all, the 
faculty handout supporting Affirm- 
ative Action listed ‘protecting 
faculty rights’’ as one of the main 
arguments, But Mr, Hughes is 
wrong when he says I believe 
reforms can be achieved at no 
one’s expense, I merely asserted 
that they should not be made at 
the expense of other “‘have - nots’’; 
they should be made at the ex- 
pense of all, or the reforms should 
be made more gradually so as 
not to create a new outcast group, 


precisely my point 


Nor does it follow that because lam 
against discrimination against 
white male graduate students that I 
am for discrimination against 
women and minorities, That is 
precisely my point. If one believes 
that to discriminate one is to dis- 
criminate against all, then one 
cannot allow discrimination to oc- 
cur. To fail to understand thisisto 
continue to treat people as if they 
are expendable, To equate a notion 
of widely-shared sacrifice for the 
common good, or protest againsta 
new discriminated against group, 
with assent to injustice or morbid 
“toilet training’’-induced masa- 
chism is to reveal at the deepest 
level of one’s being a cynicism 
about the possibility of authentic 
reform based on greater under- 
standing. 


The School of Arts and Sciences’ 
proposed Affirmative Action Pro- 
grar. is notapregressive program 
but a typical pluralistic pay off 
in the best tradition of American 
power politics, (Pay off one ‘‘out’’ 
group by ‘“‘discriminating against 
another ‘“‘out*’? group.

Instead of showing 
people that America seeks to be 
just and to overcome injustice and 
discrimination, it teaches people 
that the American system is thor- 
oughly cynical and corrupt; that it 
responds not to moral imperatives 
but to power and pressure; that 
it will sell out any group given 
enough pressure from another to 
do so, 
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‘lf one condemns white males for naked unfeeling 


self-interest, then one must condemn blacks and

It is offensive to encounter the 
mroal insensitivity with which peo- 
ple fail to distinguish between self- 
interest and moral action, We are 
and perhaps must be self-inter- 
ested because there are not enough 
virtuous men to aid us inredress- 
ing legitimate grievances, But 
understanding of what this means 
is necessary. Blacks had to suffer 
oppression for so long because 
there were so few virtuous white 
men who would sacrifice their self- 
interest for the sake of blacks, Now 
the tide on campus has turned andit 
is important, if we are to grow 
in understanding and human re- 
latedness, to be just to all. If 
one condemns white males for 
naked unfeeling self-interest, then 
one must condemn blacks and fe- 
males for exhibiting the same un- 
feeling lack of concern for the in- 
terests of others being sacrificed, 
Indeed, not to do so is to reveal 
a double standard--the secret 
mark of racism and sexism. 

Blacks and women have a chance 
to shame and, therefore, to’educate 
white men by acting generously, 
justly and caringly toward the 
discrimination of young white men.

confront Hyink with 


Warren invitation 


Asian Americans for Action 
took another step in making 
known their demands on the 
Earl Warren controversy. Them 
met with President Bernard 
Hyink and the College Council, 
Monday afternoon. 

The Sierra room was the 
battleground for a full hour of 
debate on the administration’s 
position on the demands. 

Attended by 24 
representatives of the Asian 
community and the Asian 
Americans for Action, and the 
eight members of the College 
Councj], the meeting ran 
through the full range of 
emotions to obtain a partial 
compromise. 

To obtain a common goal at 
the meeting, each of the 
demands was delved into. 

In answer to the demand 
concerning the administration in 
stopping the exclusion of 
student participation in activities 
that directly concern them, 
Stanley FPretzer, SSC Business 
Manager, said, “I have served 
under eight administrations at 
this campus and this 
administration has been the 
most lenient in allowing student 
participation in activities.” For 
the College Council members 
this seemed to close the subject.

The second demand that told 
the administration to stop its 
insensitivity to the problems and 
needs of the Asian students, the 
Council did a more than 
adequate job of glossing it over 
so in actuality the whole idea 
was never discussed. 


The major topic of 
conversation was Mr. Warren’s 
appearacne as commencement 
speaker. The hinderance to a 
total understanding of the 
problem, was the Asian 
Americans for Action’s need for 
immediate action on the part of 
the President. 

President Hyink’s attitude, 
and rightly so, was that it would 
be necessary to wait until a reply 
from Mr. Warren was obtained. 
It is conceivable for Mr. Warren 
to reject the invitation even at 
this late date, because of the 
Asian’s concern. He did stress 
the point that expediency in 
getting an answer was 
imperative. 

Professors Peter Shattuck and 
Ken Berger, members of the 
College Council and the 
Executive Committee of the 
Faculty Senate, said that they 
would make a proposal to the 
Executive Committee Tuesday 
morning, stating that a letter 
should be sent urging an 
immediate reply.

to Warren controversy 


I hope the readers of the Hornet 
don’t misunderstand the intentions of 
Asian Americans for Action (AAA) in 
the Earl Warren issue 

As I see the issue, there are three 
interrelated matters here. The tight of 
students to have a voice in choosing 
commencement speakers. Second, the 
SSC Administration’s insensitivity to 
the Asian’s problems and needs. And 
thirdly, the record of Eari Warren. 

Students have the right to participate 
in matters that concern them. The 
Commencement Committee (a 
subcommittee of the Student Affairs 
Committee of the Faculty Senate) was 
not called until after the speaker was 
chosen. Students must have the right 
to choose our own commencement 
speaker as well as courses to be taught 
in our departments, hiring of teachers 
and administrators, and etc. Students 
must have self determination. 
Furthermore, graduating seniors and 
their parents should not have to be 
forced to listen to a speaker who on 
one hand is considered the champion 
of constitutional guarantees and on the 
other failed to uphold those very 
constitutional guarantee for the 
Japanese Americans when they were 
being forced into concentration camps 
during WWII. 

Because the SSC Administration is 
insensitive to Asian students, we are 
also denied self determination. Our 
problems and needs are ignored. We are 
not included in decision making 
bodies. But whenever it becomes 
become the house niggers or meade: 
minority of the White society. Here 
again, Administrators are insensitive to 


Asians. We are reduced to inhuman 
things. We are used as a buffer between 
the haves and the have nots. Thus, 
Asians are not taken seriously as a 
result of all this. Therefore, wee need 
to organize and work together so that 
we can have self-determination. 

I trave the greatest respect for Earl’ 
Warren. | believe his greatness can only 
become greater if he clears up this one 
blot on an impeccable record of public 
service. When he was attorney general 
of California he was one of the major 
figures in California that put the 
Japanese-Americans in concentration 
camps without a trial, without a single 
piece of evidence of disloyality to the 
United States. Japanese Americans 
were denied their fundamental rights 
guaranteed in the Constitution. 
Warren committed what some called 
“the greatest gaffe of his life’ and 
others called the evacuation “one of 
the most spectacular breakdowngs...of 
government responsibility in our 
history. Japanese Americans hav e 
every right to ask Warren for an 
apology and explanation of his actions 
during WWII. 

Thus far, Warren has refused to do so. 
Examine the wonderful things Warren 
has been saying lately and his silence 
on this matter (of Evcauation) betrays 
all the good he repfesents. Therefore, 
Ear! Warren should come and speak 
only if he uses this opportunith to give 
an apology and explanation of his 
actions during WW II. Thus history will 
remember him as a Man, who lived by 
his words and deeds.

Recent U.S. economic moves in the 
Soviet Union are aimed in part at the 
Japanese oil industry - an industry 
already controlled by giant oil 
corporations:in the United States. These 
corporations are determined to prevent 
the development of independent sources 
of oii for Japan. The Japanese are 
reaching for thirty percent domestic 
ownership of their oil supply by 1985, 
and the outlook looks dim for their 
reaching that goal. Currently they control 
less than fifteen percent of the suppiy.

His trip was an 
important attack in the game of 
geopolitics currently being played in the 
Pacific. Among the many plums he 
brought back for American corporations 
was a $125 million contract for oil 
exploration equipment to be used in 
Siberia. The massive Tyumen oil fields 
there are the target of this search. The 
contract was accompanied by widespread 
rumors of a joint U.S. - Soviet monopoly 
on the exploration 

The Japanese had hoped that talks 
with the Russians over the past several 
years would lead to large Japanese 
participation in the development of 
Tyumen. But last summer the Russians 
“postponed indefinitely” scheduled 
discussions with the Japanese of a 
proposed trans-Siberian pipeline to the 
East.

Japan has negligible domestic reserves 
of crude oil, and 99 percent of its supply 
will aiways have to be imported. This fact 
has staggering political as well as 
economic implications. (Consider how 
much the American oil companies scream 
that about 15 percent of U.S. oil is 
imported -- and even that is American 
owned. The Japanese don’t even own 
theirs.) 

Currently 85 percent of Japan’s supply 
comes from the Middle East and 13 
percent from Southeast Asia. Nearly ail 
of it is owned or controlled by giant 
American oil corporations: Standard of 
New Jersey (Esso), Caltex (Standard of 
California and Texaco), Mobil, Gulf, 
Getty, and the British/Dutch Shell 
Group. 

There are two methods of control 
involved: the oil is either owned by 
Japanese companies with substantial 
British/American capital control or 
purchased from American companies 
under long term con tract in return for 
loans for further exploration and 
development. These loans also tie the 
Japanese oil industry to the Americans. 

Furthermore, the Japanese firms which 
buy this American-controlled oil for

refining and marketing within Japan are 
themselves largely controlled by the same 
American firms. In the largest Japanese 
oil companies only 50 percent of the 
capital is Japanese owned, the rest is 
American or British. Esso, Caltex, Mobil, 
and Shell own the largest blocs. And this 
is onlv the official limit allowed by 
Japanese law; Japanese officials admit 
that a close scrutiny of affiliates and 
subsidiaries would reveal that in many 
cases foreign ownershir approaches 60 or 
70 percent. 

Thus the U.S. has vertically integrated 
control over the Japanese industry: 
production, transportation (Japanese 
built but American owned supertankers), 
refining, and marketing. No _ other 
Japanese industry has been penetrated by 
American capital beyond 25 or thirty 
percent. No Japanese oil company has the 
vertically integrated operations which 
allow the Americans to control their 
market. 

This American domination began in 
the postwar reconstruction period. in 
1950, when the resumption of oil refining 
in Japan was permitted oy Allied 
Occupation Headquarters, only Japanese 
companies in which foreign oil companies 
had capital participation were allowed to 
begin operations. Domestically-owned 
refining and marketing firms were 
allowed later, but these smaller concerns 
together have less than half the market in 
both fields.

Despite the loss of 
speed-demons Seaborn Bowens, 
Roger McGill and Adrian 
Rogers, SSC’s Hornet track team 
came from behind to win the 
Far Western Conference 
championship last weekend.

Burton gets recognition

They finally got around to putting a nameplate on his office door 
after half a year of obscurity at Sacramento State College. But then, 
1e really isn’t a publicity seeker. Mike Burton is the head coach of 
‘his institution’s swimming and water polo aggregations, along with 
serforming duties as a part time instructor. Not coincidentally, he is 
also a world class merman and has Olympic gold to prove it. A prep 
All American at Sacramento’s El Camino High, he returns home to 
‘rain for the Olympics after four record breaking years at UCLA. 
The stats are impressive: first swimmer ever to crack the 16 minute 
barrier in the 1650 freestyle, broke the 1000 yard record by eight 
Seconds enroute to his 1650 world standard, set global marks for 
400 and 800 meters on teh way to a world 1500 record. A couple of 
AAU and NCAA titles. Two firsts and a third at the 1967 Pan 
American Games. And on and on. But the Icimax came when Burton 
struck gold at Mexico City in 1968 with triumphs in the 1500 and 
the distance relay. 

States, however, don’t always tell the story. Burton has had one 
of those “overcame ail odds” experiences that is a biographers 
dream. At 13 years of age he was riding on the handlebars of a 
friends bike that came out on the short end of a collision with a 
truck. A year later doctors had little hope of him ever competing 
again, but he began swimming for therapy for his cirppled leg. The 
rest is history 

Burton’s 5-9 height is considered too short for distance swimming 
by some, but his achievements speak for themselves. 

All this was some four years ago and Burton has not reached the 
Geriatric over-20 set. Revent strong performances in the AAU meet, 
however, has made the name Burotn one of the prominent ones 
mentioned concerning this years trip to Munich. 

A local reporter got the jump on Burton's Olympic aspirations, 
and the following days article was emblazoned with the head, 
“RURTON MAKES COMEBACK.” As the marathon stroker says, 
however, “I never left. I never stopped swimming.” Well, if he keeps 
swimming from now til September they may be putting Mike 
Burton’s office nameplate in gold... 

Burton’s “distance” efforts compared to Lenore Modell’s are like 
comparing Ralph Ligon’s races to Steve Dean's. The Sacramento 
State senior art major was recently inducted into the Sacramento 
Metropolitan Chamber of Commerce Hall of Fame. Miss Modell 
made national headlines when, at 14, she be became the youngest 
person to swim the English Channel. A year earlier she became the 
first female to swim from the north shore of Lake Tahoe to the 
south. She covered the 25 miles in 14% hours. Miss Modell holds 
world standards for pool swimming, 50 miles in 26 hours, and for 
going the longest distance in a still water lake, 66'4 miles in 36% 
hours. The aspiring teacher also attempted to swim from the 
Farallon Islands to San Francisco but succumbed to the icy waters 
after making 27 miles of the total 30. “She couldn’t make it, so she 
turned around and went back”’.. 

More proof that athletes do more than chase cheerleaders around 
and ge tofrat parties. At UCLA’s recent protest demonstrations of 
Nixon’s policies, included in those barricading the campus 
administration building was none other than Bruin basketball All 
American, Sill Walton. The 6-11 sophomore phenom was among 230 
arrested... 

SSC’s underpublicized tennis contingent successfully defended 
their FWC title last weekend. Coack Jack Jossi and company beat 
our UC Davis for the honors.
